To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Stratford,  in  the  County  of  Coos 
in  said  State  of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  of 
North  Stratford  on  Tuesday  the  Fourteenth  Day  of  March  next  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  budget  and  raise  and 

appropriate  money  for  same.  If  not,  to  see  what  sums  of  money 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2 .  To  elect  two  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year  or  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  petition  the  State  Office  of  Revenue  Administration  to 
have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  or 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  hire  a  private  auditing  firm  of 
accountants  to  audit  the  Town  Books  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  same.

Partisan  Ballot. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  order  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  ($644.72)  in  support  of  the  White  Mountains  Region 
Association. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Town  Nurse. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $1,050.00 
for  operating  expenses  of  Ambulance  District  A-l. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  as  a 
contribution  for  the  support  of  services  of  Upper  Connecticut 
Valley  Mental  Health  Services,  Inc. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  for 
the  support  of  the  Beatrice  D.  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital. 

10.    To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  support  of  the  Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital. 


11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  operating  expenses  and  matching  funds  for  the 
Northern  Coos  Community  Health  Association. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  ($559.00)  in  support  of  services  from  the  North  Country 
Council,  Inc. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  to  help  offset  the  present  deficit  for  the  Colebrook  Radio 
Communications  Fund. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  the  support  of  the  1978  Colebrook  Radio 
Communications  Fund. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to 
accept  partial  payment  of  the  property  taxes  prior  to  the 
mailing  of  property  tax  bills.

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  conduct 
their  own  revaluation  of  the  Town  in  lieu  of  use  of  the  re- 
valuation done  in  1977  by  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration,  State  of  New  Hampshire.  (By  Petition) . 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  a 
Quit  Claim  Deed  to  the  highest  bidder  for  one  hundred  (100) 
acres  of  Town  owned  land  known  as  the  Christie  Lot. 

19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  in  disposition  of 
monies  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Laura  Johnson  Library 
Building. 


20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen,  until 
directed  to  the  contrary  at  a  subsequent  Town  Meeting,  to 
apply,  negotiate  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  to  obtain 
such  Federal,  State,  or  other  assistance  as  may  be  available  for 
the  report  for,  design  of,  and  construction  of  a  sewerage 
disposal  system,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  said  assistance  as  outlined  in  N.H. 
R.S.A.  33:7b  et  seq.,  as  amended,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city 
responsibility  (RSA  224) . 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens 
in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the 
kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by 
the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is 
responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the 
cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  lA  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and 
supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893, 
works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25 
years.

The  department  answered  a  total  of  15  calls.  Of  these,  4  were  out  of 
town,  one  being  a  mutual  aid  call  to  Groveton,  N.  H.

It  was  a  great  year  for  training  of  fire  personnel.  Seven  members 
of  the  department  attended  classes  and  training  at  Lyndonville  State 
College. 

Four  men  attended  a  class  on  "Fires  and  Wires"  put  on  by  the 
Public  Service  Co.,  of  N.  H. 

During  the  winter  months,  the  department  received  indoor  type 
training.  Many  excellent  films  were  loaned  to  us  from  the  state  Civil 
Defense  Agency  and  State  of  N.  H.  Fire  Service. 

Police  Chief  Stohl  gave  a  very  informative  class  on  Emergency 
Vehicles  and  Traffic  Control. 

An  auto  extrication  drill  was  held  in  July.  It  was  a  joint  effort  of  the 
Stratford  Ambulance  Corps  and  the  Hollow  Fire  Dept. 

In  October,  the  Groveton  and  Stratford  Hollow  Departments 
sponsored  a  fire  training  school.  It'was  attended  by  departments 
from  7  surrounding  towns. 

A  large  farmhouse  was  donated  to  the  cause.  The  men  received 
first  hand  training  on  fighting  a  real  structural  fire.  Two  state 
instructors  were  there. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  five  new  men  are  on  our  roster. 

During  the  year  a  Mutual  Aid  Agreement  was  reached  between  the 
Hollow  Department  and  Groveton  Fire  Department.  This  is  a 
tremendous  step  in  the  direction  of  inter-departmental  relations  or 
simply  people  working  together  for  the  purpose  of  helping  one 
another. 

We  are  the  only  department  in  the  north  country  to  practice 
mutual  aid  with  a  neighboring  town. 

I  hope  that  this  report  has  been  of  interest  to  you,  and,  as  its 
purpose  is  intended,  has  kept  you  up  to  date  on  our  activities  during 
the  year.

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Town  Report  for  1977  From 
North  Country  Council,  Inc. 

In  Stratford,  the  NCC  provided  follow-up  assistance  on  LPWA 
Round  I  preconstruction  activities.  Furnished  information  on 
Federal  funding  programs  for  water  and  sewer  construction. 

In  1977,  NCC  provided  the  following  region-wide  services: 
Planning  Services:  NCC  provides  technical  assistance  to 
communities  in  a  number  of  areas  such  as  comprehensive  planning, 
assistance  with  subdivision  regulations,  or  reviewing  development 
proposals.  NCC  is  always  available  to  meet  with  any  local  official, 
planning  board  or  public  body  to  assist  with  local  planning  matters 
and  thirty-five  towns  have  received  some  type  of  direct  service  from 
the  Council. 

Economic  Development  Grantmanship:  NCC  worked  closely  with 
the  Economic  Development  Administration  of  the  U  S  Department 
of  Commerce,  the  Farmers  Home  Administration,  the  Bureau  of 
Outdoor  Recreation,  and  HUD  to  bring  a  greater  amount  of  financial 
resources  into  the  Region;  this  will  assist  municipalities,  local 
development  corporations,  and  other  organizations  implement 
locally  developed  projects  and  programs.  NCC  attempts  to  be  aware 
of  the  many  federal  grant  programs  that  would  be  relevant  to  needs 
of  communities  in  the  North  Country. 

Preparation  of  Development  Plans:  By  working  over  time  to 
complete  components  of  the  Development  Plan  (in  accordance  with 
RSA  36:45),  the  Council  will  be  in  a  position  to  make  specific 
recommendations  on  how  the  communities  in  the  Region  can 
develop  and  prepare  for  future  growth.  During  1977,  much  progress 
has  been  made  in  the  areas  of  Land  use,  Housing,  and  Economic 
Development. 

Participation  in  National  and  State  Policies:  NCC  responds  to 
opportunities  to  present  a  North  Country  perspective  before  federal 
and  state  agencies.  Examples  include  its  presentation  to  the 
Regional  Town  Meeting  on  transportation  sponsored  by  DOT 
Secretary  Adams;  meetings  with  the  Regional  representative  of  the 
Department  of  Energy  on  the  potential  of  wood  energy,  its  role  in 
initiating  legislation  which  permitted  the  construction  of  bi-state 
sewerage  treatment  plants,  and  its  assistance  in  developing  state 
legislation  permitting  town  governments  to  develop  and  own 
industrial  parks.  NCC  has  also  worked  with  the  N  H  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  Highways  to  encourage  the  Department  to  make 
improvements  to  US  302  from  Woodsville  to  Littleton.  As  a  body 
representative  of  local  government,  NCC  provides  a  local  response 
to  state  initiatives  on  "208"  Water  Quality,  Solid  Waste,  and  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Standards. 

Inquiries,  Technical  Assistance  and  Special  Reports:  NCC  staff  is 
always  available  to  respond  to  the  inquiries  and  requests  of  member 
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municipalities.  In  the  last  year,  the  Council  has  published  technical 
assistance  reports  on  "Model  Subdivision  Regulations", 
" Woods ville  Downtown  Improvement  Summary  Report",  "Energy 
Perspectives  in  the  North  Country",  and  the  "North  Country 
Housing  Element." 

Education  and  Training  Programs:  NCC  again  co-sponsored  the  six 
Municipal  Law  Lectures  in  the  Fall  and  the  second  statewide  Annual 
Meeting  of  Regional  Planning  Commission  members.  A  special 
workshop  for  applicants  of  Round  II  of  the  Local  Public  Works  Act 
was  held  in  conjunction  with  EDA  officials  from  Concord  and 
Philadelphia.  PLANNING  NEWS,  the  NCC  Newsletter,  and  a 
legislative  bulletin  keep  local  officials  and  interested  persons 
informed  of  planning  and  development  activities. 

In  1978,  the  Council  will  be  available  to  work  with  the  town  and 
other  appropriate  groups  to  help  implement  some  of  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  Plans.  Ideas  and  suggestions  on 
how  the  Council  can  be  of  greater  assistance  are  appreciated.  The 
Council  was  created  by  five  towns  in  1973  and  continues  to  exist  as  a 
service  agency  to  the  towns.  The  Council  greatly  appreciates  the 
support  it  receives  from  the  towns,  knowing  that  the  support  will 
enable  it  to  provide  continued  service  to  the  area  in  the  future.

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Superintendent's  Report 

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  efforts  to  improve  the  levels  of  achievement  and  the  emphasis 
on  good  basic  skills  has  continued  to  show  encouraging  gains  in 
higher  test  scores  and  more  positive  attitudes  by  the  students. 

For  the  first  time  the  Stratford  School  has  a  full-time  Special 
Education  teacher  funded  by  the  Supervisory  Union.  The  teacher 
works  with  students  each  day  in  grades  K-12  who  need  help  in  fine 
motor  coordination,  language  development  and  perceptual  motor 
discrimination.  She  works  with  teachers  to  develop  written 
individualized  educational  plans  for  each  special  student.  She  also 
monitors  the  programs  of  Stratford  students  who  are  tuitioned  to 
other  districts  which  include  The  Amoskeag  School,  Groveton 
Elementary  School,  The  Berlin  Center  for  Exceptional  Children  and 
the  Vershire  Sheltered  Workshop. 

The  kindergarten  class  meets  each  morning  8:30-11:15  and 
includes  a  well  rounded  program.  During  the  afternoons  the 
kindergarten  teacher  operates  an  enrichment  program  for  all  first 
graders  and  for  some  students  grades  2-6. 

For  the  first  time  four  Stratford  students  are  attending  the  Area 
Vocational  Center  at  Berlin  High  School.  The  students  take  their 
academic  subjects  at  Stratford  and  attend  the  Vocational  Program 
in  the  afternoon. 

Three  other  students  are  participating  in  the  building  trades 
project  each  afternoon  in  Groveton. 

The  guidance  department  has  been  very  active  and  productive  in 
several  areas: 

(1)  Placing  students  in  special  and  vocational  programs. 

(2)  Educational,  career,  and  personal  counseling. 

(3)  Working  with  the  Concerned  Citizens  group,  to  develop,  and 
carry  out  a  sex  education  program  for  nearly  all  the  students 
in  grades  5-12. 

(4)  In  an  effort  to  improve  self  image  and  aspirational  levels  Mr. 
Morgan  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with  students  in  grades  K-6  to 
work  on  self  awareness  and  values  clarification. 

Our  library  has  a  full  time  aide  who  has  been  able  to  increase 
student  use  of  the  library  by  more  than  fifty  per  cent.  More  than 
$4,000  of  Federal  Title  IV  funds  were  used  to  purchase  equipment 
and  materials  to  improve  the  library. 

The  Scott  Foresman  Reading  program  has  been  extended  to 
include  grades  K-8. 

The  testing  program  includes  Iowa  tests  for  grades  1-12,  the  NEDT 
tests  in  grades  7-10,  and  the  PSAT  and  SAT  tests  for  grades  11  and  12. 

More  than  $1,000  worth  of  equipment  purchased  by  the 
Experimental  School  Project  is  now  stored  in  the  school  for  use  by 
our  students  and  staff. 

The  science  programs  are  now  being  reviewed  and  revised  to 
insure  that  our  students  will  have  a  sound  sequential  science 
preparation  at  all  levels. 

The  Title  I  Program  is  functioning  very  well  with  two  teachers  and 
one  aide  serving  both  the  elementary  and  high  school  students. 
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CETA  employees  have  and  are  providing  valuable  services  to  our 
district.  We  have  a  full  time  custodian,  guidance  secretary  and  a 
shared  maintenance  worker.  Each  of  these  positions  is  funded  until 
the  close  of  school  in  June. 

Our  biggest  challenge  over  the  rest  of  this  year  and  the  next  few 
years  will  be  to  establish  a  workable  special  education  program  to 
meet  our  local  needs  within  the  financial  limitations  of  the  district. 

Once  again,  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  school 
board,  the  staff,  the  students  and  the  citizens  of  Stratford  for  your 
cooperation  and  support.

Summary  of  ESP  Activities  1977 

When  funded  by  the  National  Institute  of  Education  (Washington, 
DC) ,  the  local  Experimental  Schools  Project  was  charged  with  the 
development  of  a  community  centered  school  which: 

a.  utilizes  available  human  and  natural  resources  to  foster 
positive  attitudes  toward  learning; 

b.  provides  individuals  with  the  basic  psychomotor  skills  which 
will  enable  them  to  realize  personal  goals;  and 

c.  utilizes  community  resource  facilities  as  a  basis  for  lifetime 
learning  opportunities. 


Calendar  year  1977  constitutes  the  last  full  year  of  ESP  in  Union  58. 
Come  July  1st  (1978)  the  local  project  will  have  been  completely 
phased  out  and  federal  funding  will  end. 

During  1977  the  project  staff  consisted  of  a  project  director  and  a 
full-time    secretary/bookkeeper    as    well    as    coordinators    in 
career/vocational  education   and  language  arts/environmental 
education.1 
Adult  Education: 

The  ESP  program  began  its  funding  of  adult  education  classes  in 
Fall  1973  and  continued  that  activity  through  1976.  In  early  1977  the 
local  schools  began  funding  a  number  of  adult  classes  for  local 
community  members. 
Career/Vocational  Education 

From  January-September  the  project  provided  a  component 
coordinator  to  assist  teachers  in  the  implementation  of  career 
education  for  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve  students. 

The  project  purchased  instructional  materials  for  placement  in 
the  several  resource  rooms.  Teachers  and  students  have  used  these 
items  repeatedly  over  the  course  of  1977. 

The  career/vocational  education  coordinator  placed  students  at 
area  worksites  -  with  the  approval  of  the  state  labor  department  - 
such  as:  Weeks  Memorial  Hospital,  Colebrook  Hospital, 
Northumberland/Stratford  Trust  building  trades  housesite,  Ryan's 
Fuel  Service,  and  Manchester  Manufacturing. 

High  school  students  were  enrolled  in  several  career/ vocational 
education  mini  courses  for  purposes  of  skills  training.  The  courses 
included  small  engine  repair,  hunter's  safety  and  firearms,  and 
introduction  to  the  building  trades. 

Elementary  and  secondary  grade  students  were  taken  on  several 


•The  language/arts  environmental  education  coordinator's  position  was  funded  through 
June  30,  1977.  The  career/vocational  education  coordinator  resigned  in  September  and  no 
replacement  was  hired  for  the  remainder  of  the  1977-1978  school/project  year. 
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field  trips  for  purposes  of  career  awareness  and  exposure  to  diverse 
occupations  and  careers.  Community  resource  people  also  visited 
classrooms  as  career  guest  speakers. 
Language  Arts: 

The  ESP  purchased  Scott,  Foresman  leveled  reading  series  was 
used  in  Union  58  classrooms  (K-6)  as  the  basic  reading  program. 

The  ESP  communications  skills  list  was  revised  and  is  being  used 
by  many  teachers.  The  sequential  skills  list  provides  the  opportunity 
for  students  to  receive  basic  language  arts  training  through  the 
several  grades  without  excessive  repetition.  Rather,  it  provides  for 
a  progressive  skills  building  process. 

Instructional  materials  have  been  purchased  by  ESP  and  placed 
in  the  several  resource  rooms  for  teacher  use  with  students. 

Issues  of  Kid's  Corner  were  published  in  order  to  give  K-6    stu 
dents  a  chance  to  display/share  their  writing   and      drawing 
talents  with  others. 
Environmental/Outdoor  Education: 

From  January- June  the  project  provided  a  component 
coordinator  to  assist  teachers  in  the  implementation  of 
environmental  education  for  Kindergarten  through  grade  twelve 
students. 

The  project  purchased  instructional  materials  for  placement  in 
the  several  resource  rooms.  Teachers  and  students  have  used  these 
items  repeatedly  over  the  course  of  1977. 

Elementary  and  secondary  grade  students  were  taken  on  several 
field  trips  for  purposes  of  exposure  to  the  community  environment. 
Community  resource  people  also  visited  classrooms  as  guest 
speakers. 

In  the  Spring  of  1977  the  ESP  project  sponsored  weekend  daytrips 
and  overnight  camping/hiking  trips  for  students.  In  Fall  1977 
building  level  outing  club  members  were  involved  in  a  few  weekend 
trips  sponsored  by  the  local  schools. 

With  the  phase-out  of  ESP  it  is  the  project  staff's  hope  that 
curriculum  changes  initiated  over  the  past  four  years  will  be 
continued  in  the  schools  by  a  teaching  staff  committed  to 
educational  excellence  for  ALL  students.
